nusal secretions and, in many 
instances, apparently prevent 
the cold from becoming more 
serious, It is well to remember 
that such drugs should never 
be taken without a doctor's 
prescription and advice, 

When fever occurs, we are 
no longer dealing with an_or- 
dinary cold, but perhaps with a 
more serious type pf infection, 
such as influenza or other virus 
infection. Here It {s imperative 
that a doctor be called carly. 
The sulfonamides and the anti- 
biotics, such as penicillin, 
aureomycin, chloromycetin, and 
terramycin have proved efficient 
in producing rapid cure of 
some of these complications of 
a cold.
